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NEW STAGE LAW 


CHICAGO ALDERMEN ADOPT A FEW 
CHANGES IN THEATRE RULES. 


After a flery session Monday night, July 18, 
the Chicago Council adopted the revision of the 
theatre law proposed by the theatre commis- 
sion. There is much joy among the local thea- 
tre men in consequence and the majority of the 
amusement houses expect to be able to comply 
with the amended measure with little difficulty. 
in several of the theatres, such as the Grand, 
Powers’, the Illinois, the Garrick, McVicker’s. 
the Studebaker and the Auditorium, most of the 
necessary work has already been done and the 
managers will install the remainder of the 
changes as soon as possible. 

The Sprinkler clause of the ordinance, was 
the cause of heated argument at the council 
meeting and the greatest criticism of the 
managers relates to that clause, which provides 
for sprinklers in the dressing rooms and be- 
neath the stage. Many of the local inswrance 
men are severe in their condemnation of the 
abondonment of the automatic sprinklers in the 
stage chamber, maintaining that so far as the 
public is concerned, they could have been bet- 
ter spared in the dressing rooms than in the 
stage chamber. 

The principal amendments to the theatre 
ordinance adopted as applying to present 
structures follow: 

Sprinkler System—Not required in auditorium 
or above or below stage; retained in paint, 
storage, property, scenic and dressing roms. 

Cross Aisles—Option whether there shall be 
cross aisles or direct exits through tunnel. 

Rise in Gallery—-Maximum slope increased 
from eighteen to twenty-two inches. 

Vents—To be opened by pressing electric but- 
ton instead of by mechanical device. 

Seats in Row—Eleven seats allowed to row 
in baleony and on main floor; thirteen permitted 
if within twenty feet of an exit. 

Policemen—No police attendance required; 
two firemen held sufficient. 

Distance between Rows—Minimum decreased 
from thirty-four to thirty-two inches.. 

Lights—Lights over exits allowed to be gas 
instead of sperm oil. 

Official Admission—City electrician and heads 

of police and fire departments given right to 
enter building at any time. 
. The ordinance referring to future theatres 
is a little more stringent than the present ordi- 
nance, but is declared a sane measure by the 
experts. 

Some of the managers are of the opinion 
that many of the theatres will be unable 
to open by the 1st of September. The great 
tronble will be in finding firms which can sup- 
ply the sprinkling apparatus required by the 
ordinance and put it in position. There are 
comparatively few firms which do such work 
and it would seem almost impossible for them 
to do it all in time for the re-openings. As 
for the theatres which are running through the 
summer, the work will have to be done at 
night. It is hoped, however, that the fall 
openings will not be seriously delayed and the 
managers are generally satisfied with the fa- 
vors they have received.

ALFRED AUSTIN’S COMEDIETTA, 
Afred Austin, England’s poet laureate, is 
everjoyed with his new comedietta A Lesson in 


Harmony, which was introduced at the Garrick 
The:tre, London, and received considerable at- 
tention. The heroine of this didactic domestic 
piece ts Mrs. Leslie, the amiable but feather- 


brained wife of a young city man, whose man- 
ner on his hurried departure from his dainty 
suburban home reveals the fact that he fm tn 
eousiderable anxiety with regard, not only to 
his wife’s happy-go-luck housekeeping, but to 
his own commercial speculations. He can not 
promise her the victoria upon which she has 
set her foolish heart, and he has to ask her to 
see that the butches does not send her such 
extremely tough meat. This somewhat strained 
farewell between the Leslies is overheard Sy 
their guest, Otho Hazlewood, as he reclines in 
his hammock on the lawn after breakfast, and 
so alw is his host’s parting injunction to his 
wife concerning a ‘“‘lesson in harmony,”’ which 
is to be given ber during his absence by one 
of their neighbors. While Hazelwood is medi- 
tating over this rift in the matrimonial lute 
he peks up some doggerel verse evidently ad- 
dressed by the teacher of harmony to his pupil. 
Now Haxelwood is a dramatie author, so he 
professes contempt for the doggerel; but the 
playwright in him suggests that his friend's 


wife is in need of a 


“lesson’’ of a kind dif- 


ferent from that which she is expecting. He 
will make sham love to the lady himself and 
then show her how silly it all is and how 


wrong into the bargain. By an ingenious touch 
Mr. Austin makes his heré reassure us as to 
the propriety of his motive by casually mention- 
ing his secret engagement to a girl whose pho- 
tograph he pulls out of his pocket to ask its 
forgiveness for his seemingly infidelity. After 
this he proceeds at once to business, employing 
for the purpose of his insidious advances the 
dialogue which he has written for a love very 
well with his passionate word-painting of the 
“‘blue skies, blue sea, blue mountains and blue 
everything’’ of a poetic retreat far away from 
the prose of the suburbs and the city. The 
only wonder is, indeed, that his deliberate bur- 
lesque of illicit lovemaking does not arouse 
the suspicions of its victim. Nothing of the 
kind, however, happens, and when, at an oppor- 
tune moment, Hazelwood gets news from Leslie 
to the effect that he has just made a financial 
coup, instead of just losing one, there is noth- 
ing fer him but to explain to his friend’s wife 
in so many words the drift of his ‘‘lesson in 
Harmony.’’ The lady is much too overjoyed 
with her improved domestic prospects to take 
offense at the moral teaching which accomp- 
anies them, and she y persuaded to 
write at the dictation of her mentor, the neces- 
sary letter of dismissal to her verse-writing 
admirer.

During the past few months Londoners have 
been rather disposed to ask why the lists of 
attractions at the music halls there were made 
np to such a remarkable extent of Anunerican 
names. The result of a recent trial matinee 
at one of the halls supplies an answer to this 
query. At this matinee twenty-nine native 
music-hall performers, who had come to Lon- 
don in search of an engagement, were given 
a trial, but not a single one was found worthy 
of a place in the evening bill. So probably 
London will continne an Eldorado for American 


“variety people.’’ 


LIKE THIRTY CENTS 
Seem the Former Expenses of a Dramatio Pro- 
duction, 


In these days of extravagant theatrical ex- 
penditure it is interesting to study the cost of 
performances given years ago. An industrious 
delver has found the record of some Eighteenth 
Century performances that are in marked con- 
trast to the amounts spend to-day. 

A performance of Hamlet given in September, 
1735, in London, cost $300, and the expenses of 
the night were $85. The orchestra cost $17.50, 
the advertisements In a newspaper 4, and for 
the service of two soldiers who stood at either 
side of the proscenium arch to keep order, the 
sum of $3.50 was paid. The candles that illu- 
winated the theatre cost $15, 

Sometimes in those economical days there 
were expenditures unknown now. When the 
Prine and the Princess of Wales, for instance, 
attended a performance of Jane Shore, the 
manager was ccrpelied to tip all the flunkeys 
that came in the royal retinue, and the cost of 
that was $50. 

Although some elaborate pantomi.es were 
produced in those days, the scene painters re- 
ceived small salaries. The best known of all 
these,, an Italian imported to London on ac- 
count of his skill in constructine scenery, was 
the highest paid of the ecene painters. He 
was able to get only $25 a week. 

Some of the expenditures for costumes 
seemed extravagent to that age, although the 
prices would be rather moderate now. Much 
emphasis was laid on the cost .f a gown and 
cape made for a popular actor of the day, 
for which $120 was paid. A crown for King 
Lear, on the other hand, cost only $175, while 
for $125 the costumes for all the dancers im 
the opera of Diocleton were obtained. 

In those days $700 was looked upon as an 
uncommonly good house. Salaries were low, 
for the highest recorded is $80 a week. That 
Was much above the average, which was about 
$55 for the principal actors. 


THE DRAMA’S BLACK SEASON. 


The London ‘‘Express,’’ in discussing the past 
theatrical season in England, terms it the 
‘black season.’’ Speaking of the English sea- 
son it says 

“The theatrical season was by general con- 
seusus of opinion among those concerned’ the 
worst for twenty-five years. Failures have fol- 
lowed failures. Farces, romantic dramas, com- 
edies, native plays and translated works have 
equally failed to attract. Putting out of ac- 
ccount three or four plays at present being 
acted in West End theatres, which are notori- 
ous failures, there is for the present year a 
list of plays which have entirely failed, the 
length of which is unprecedented. It used to 
be said that no play could be regarded as a suc- 
cess which did not run for 100 nights. This 
May be to some extent an exaggeration, but 
it is considered that a play whose run does 
not extend over four weeks may quite safely 
be written down an entire financial failure. 
In the list of failures there are not only the 


writings of dramatic beginners, but also of 
such admirable dramatists as Mr. Amthony 
Hope. Mr. Carton, Mr. Basil Hood, Mr, John 
Davidson and Mr. Hulbert Henry Davies. 


“Musical comedy has come to be looked upon 
as being the only sure card left to the 
theatrical manager. But even musical comedy 
has ceased to be a certainty. Amorelle, at the 
Comedy, ran for little more than a month. 
Madame Sherry, at the Apollo, even with the 
advantage of a production by Mr. George 
Edwardes, ran for less than five months, 
the beautiful Duchess of Dantzic, at the Lyric, 
has just finished a career that has only last- 
ed eight months. Formerly productions like 
these were sure to run a year or two. Against 
this list of failures what great successes are 
there to be written down? There have been, 
of course, a certain number of plays that have 
paid their way, and a few that have shown 
a profit, but it may safely be said that in the 
non-musical playhouses the year 1904, until 
now has seen only two really conspicuous suc- 
cesses. These are: The Darliig of the Gods, 
at His Majesty’s, and The Duke of Killichank- 
le, at the Criterion. To these may probably 
be added, in the course of a few weeks Miss 
Elizabeth’s Prisoner, at the Imperial. Mr. 
Fdwerdes’ particular variety of musical comedy 
still finds an immense public at Daly’s and the 
Gaiety, and Veronique, at the Apollo, is a real 
success. But 1904 is till now the year of The 
Earl and the Girl, which may be said to be the 
outward and visible sign if the subjugation of 
the theatre by the music hall.’ 


WINNIPEG WILL HAVE NEW VAUDEVILLE 
THEATRE. 


The Dominion Theatre, Winnfpeg, Manitoba, 
is being erected by Messrs. Kyle and Hobold, 
two representative citizens of that city, and is 
to be a modern theatre in every sense of the 
word. It is being constructed of pressed brick 
and ent stone, the work being under the direc- 
‘lon of the MeClure Company, theatre builders, 
Chicago, Ill. The house will have a frontage of 
60 by 120 feet, with a proscenium opening of 
25 feet, the depth of the stage being 30 feet. 
The seating capacity will be 1,200. There are 
four boxes and as many lodges. The twelve 
dressing rooms will be carpeted cnd supplied 
with hot and cold water. There will also be a 
hath room in eomnection. The theatre will be 
lighted by electricity, strictly fire-proof 
thronghont, and appointed fn the finest possible 
manner. The Dominion will open the middle 
of November next and will be devoted to high 
class vandeville, catering to the best people in 
the city, and particularly to ladies and chfl- 
dren. It is the intention of the management 
to make it the family theatre of Winnipeg. 
Nothing but the strongest attractions will be 
engaged. Ireland and Armstrong, the well 
known booking agents of Chicago, are the ex- 
elusive agente and representatives of this new 
amusement enterprise. 


WILL REMODEL OLD THEATRE ROYAL. 

The building Inspector of Montreal, Can., 
hes Issued a building permit to remodel the 
old Theatre Royal at that place. The cost of 
the repairs will amount to $30,000. The place 
will be used as a theatre, as heretofore, The 


work of making repairs is proceeding rapidly. 


MANAGERS AND MUSICIANS AGREE 


The attempt made to straighten out the 
matter of difficulties existing between - the 
musicians’ union and theatrical managers of 


New York city, bas in a measure been success. 
ful. There has been friction for a long time 
between the employers and employes, and one 
reason for organizing the Theatrical Managers’ 
Association was to present a united front 
against what were considered the unre. sonable 
demands of organized labor. 

A committee from the Theatrical Managers’ 
Association, composed of A. L. Erlanger, chair- 
man; Henry W. Savage, Oscar Hammerstein 
and Alf Hayman, recently met Anton Weber, 
president of the American Federation of Musi- 
clans; Mr. Schmit, president of the Musical 
Mutual Protective Union, and Messrs. Archi- 
bald and Phillips, of the Civic Federation, at 
Mr. Erlanger’s office, in the New Amsterdam 
Theatre Building. The meeting began at half- 
past ten in the morning and lasted until five 
o'clock, with an hour’s adjournment for lunch 
eon. Both committees had power to act, and 
certain agreements were made, while some 
questions are still left open. 

A scale of wages for musicians’ services at 
dramatic performances, musical comedies, bur- 
lesque and vaudeville was definitely agreed 
upon. It was also agreed that hereafter the 
musicians should not put on substitutes in the 


orchestra at will, but only on the approval 
of the theatre manager, who should, further- 
more, have the right to select the members 


of his orchestra 
it was agreed 


from the union, In addition 
that the managers would not 
have to pay the musicians extra when they 
appeared on the stage unless they assumed 
parts in the performance. 

The question of the scale of wages for grand 
opera was left open. The musicians took the 
position that as a high grade of skill wae re- 
quired for such performances, a proportionately 
high rate of wages should be paid. 

This question especially concerned Helnrich 
Conried, of the Metropolitan Opera House, and 
Henry W. Savage. Mr. Savage gives grand 
opera in English and intends to produce ‘‘Par- 
sifal in English at the Garden Theatre next 
season. 

So far as Mr. Conried ts concerned, the mat- 
ter is left open until his return from Europe. 
The report that he intended to bring musicians 
from abroad, by some said to be as many as 
two hundred, was not taken seriously by the 
union men, who said that the contract labor 
laws would prove an obsticale. 

Mr. Savage explained that as he intends to 
give Parsifal in a relatively smal] theatre and 
at prices much lower than the Metropolitan 
Opera House, he could not be expected to pay 
the same scale as Mr. Conried. This view ap- 
peared reasonable to the union members of the 
committee, but they would not agree upon a 
scale of wages until they had put the question 
before their organization. 

On one other important point the committees 
failed to get together. The nnion mnsicians 
were willing to give the three

are necessary for the proper performance of the 
music, but they did not want to Include a 
dress rehearsal, which usually takes place on 
Sunday night. They felt that they should be 
paid for rehearsals, as they might otherwise 
employ this time to pecuniary advantage. 
During the meeting it was intimated, as has 
already been announced in the Herald, that 
Charles Frohman might do away with music 
at his theatres. In this he would be following 
the prevailing custom in Paris, and has several 


times expressed his Intention of taking this 
step.

Whether sold or not, it is probable that Harry 
Grampp, who served so faithfully in the 
capacity of assistant manager for the past 
several seasons, will be made manager. He fs 
well versed in the theatrical business, and 
since his connection with the house gained the 
confidence of the public as well as the man- 
agers. A meeting will he held In a few days 
to decide the matter.

MANAGER McDONALD RETIRES 


Manager G. F. McDonald for many years 
manager of the McDonald Opera House at 
Montgomery, Ala., has disposed of his theatre 
to the Bijou Company of which Jake Wells of 
Richmend, Va., is manager. The life of Prof. 
McDonald is closely linked to that of the thea- 
tre. He was born in Rockford Coosa County, 
Alabama and lived until youne manhood in 
that and Elmore County. 

In 1857 the professor began playing second 
violin in the Montgomery Theatre Orchestra 
when Matt W. Canning was manager of that 
house. The glamor of the theatre appealed to 
him and he never gave it up except when he 
Went to war. Serving in some capacity or an- 
other about the theatre until 1875 Professor 
McDonald leased the Montgomery Theatre and 
on October 8, 1875, it was opened under his 
management with a performance by Dupree 
and Benedict's Minstrels. He continued to

Manage the Perry-st playhouse until he built 
MecDonald’s Opera House. Later from 1889 to 
1894. he managed both houses. 


The passing of McDoneald’s Theatre and the 
retirement of Professor McDonald from active 
business life are events of more than ordinary 
interest to Montgomery. The building was 
built by Professor McDonald for a theator, and 
Was first opened to the public as McDonald’s 
Opera House on October 26, 1881. The opening 
bill was Tom Taylor’s The Victims, with the 
well-known comedian John E. Owens as the 
star. It was really a double bill for The Vic- 
tims was followed that night by Solon Shingle 

A most interesting collection consisting of 
a program of every performance given in his 
theatre, is highly valued by the professor. 

Professor McDonald was a contemporary and 
personal friend of Edwin Booth, John MeCul- 
lough, John T. Ford, the old Baltimore man- 
ager, Lawrence Barrett, John T. Raymond, 
Janauschek, Mary Anderson, Modjeska, Frank 
Mayo, Joseph Jefferson, Emma Abbott, Lotta 
Caroline Richings Bernard, Sol Smith Rus- 
sell, Roland Reed, Kate Claxton, Fanny Daven- 
port, Stuart Robson and other eminent actors 
of the old American school. He managed the 
theatre at a time when the booking depended 
largely on the relationship between the star 
and the house manager and he points with pride 
to the fact that it was mamly through his 
efforts that many of these really great artists 
were first introduced to Montgomery audiences. 

The Wells syndicate has leased all of the 
McDonald building and Professor and Mrs. Me- 
Donald will remove from their apartments in 
the building where they have lived so many 
years. 

The future of Professor McDonald is not un- 
eertain 

“I will take life easy now,’’ he said to ‘‘The 
Pil board’s’’ correspondent after the deal had 
heen closed, ‘‘and I will live and die right 
here in Montgomery.’’

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WILSON BARRETT PASSES AWAY. 
Wilson Barrett, the well known actor, bas 


: dergone an operation for cancer. Death 
bad ttribeted to heart failure. Mr. Barrett 
noderwent an operation for cancer, July 20, 
‘od bis physicians belleved that after a few 
vcek's rest be would be in a condition that 
would warrant his preparing for the production 
of Lis new play ia September. The end came 
saddenly and the shock was felt all over the 
eatrical world, 

Mr. Wilson Barrett was born in Yorkshire, 
Eng, about half a century ago. Owing to 
tnanclal failures of bis father the young Bar- 
rett was thrown upon his own resources at the 
ace of twelve. At an early age he decided to 
cst bis fortune upon the stage. He worked 
at odd jobs to support his mother and at the 
ace of seventeen secured an engagement at 
lialifax. He threw his soul into the part he 
vod. He was naturally unused to the stage but 
so could dance some and he earned his guinea 
. week by playing in drama and farce and 
dancing between the acts. His progress was 
copid. In six months after his first appear- 
ovee at Halifax he was engaged at Leeds for 
the part of Hardress Cregan in The Colleen 
Bawn. From Leeds Mr. Barrett went to Liver- 
pool and secured an important role in a good 
company. 

At the age of eighteen the young actor ap- 

peared at Leicester on a salary of seven dol- 
lars a week for the following work: On Mon- 
day night he played Brabantio, in Othello, and 
a farce. Tuesday Baradas, in Richelieu, 
ond something else. On Wednesday, Stutely, 
in The Gamester, and Pizarro, im the drama 
of that name. On Thursday, Colttier, in Louis 
Xt, and Jupiter, im the burlesque of Ixion. 
Oa Friday, Edmond in Lear, 2nd the father in 
The Little Treasure. On Saturday, Fiancis in 
en adaptation of Schiller’s Robbers, and Major 
Galbraith, in Roby. Im addition to these tri- 
ding calls upon his services, he danced between 
the pieces, and when Christmas came played in 
the pantomine opening and as Harlequin after 
ward. 
His managerial work began in 1874, when he 
took charge of the amphiteatre at Leeds. In 
1879 he assumed the management of the Court 
Theatre, London, which he opened with a 
Fernande, and where subsequently he introduced 
Two Lights o’ London, and it ran over 200 
nights. It was followed by The Romany Rye, 
Silver King, Claudian, Hamlet, Junius, Hood- 
man Blind. The Lord Harry and Clito, all of 
which had long runs. 

Mr. Barrett was well known to Cincinnatians. 
His last local appearance was at the Walnut 
Street Theatre in The Manxman. Smily Walk- 
er, of the Walnut Theatre was Mr. Barrett's 
business manager during bis last American 
tour. All bis American managers were Cin- 
cinnati men. In all he made five tours of this 
country. 

Mr. Barrett is described as being rather 
below the medium height and as having the 
physique of an athlete. His face was hand- 
some and expressive and his eyes wonderfully 
eloquent. He was one of the most tireless of 
actors, but he alwaye found time to be affable 
and considerate. 

His pubHeations included The Sign of the 
Cross, Pharaoh, Now-a-Days, The Daughters of 
Babylon and In Old New York. His most 
recent dramatization was that of Sienkfewicz’s 
famous novel Quo Vadis.

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THE ELKS AND STREET FAIRS. 


Cincinnat{ veritably belonged to the Elks 
last week. The Eighteenth Annual Reunion of 
the order was a complete success, notwith- 
standing the insufferably hot weather. It is 
estimated that there were twenty-five thousand 
of the antlered brothers in the parade on 
Wednesday, when the temperatu--» in the 
Queen City reached the maximum for the 
summer. In Music Hall twelve hundred dele- 
gates assembled to elect officers and transact 


other official business of more er less import-- 


ance and to revise the by-laws, modifying the 
code as varying conditions required. 

One of the most important questions brought 
up for discussion was that of the present re- 
lation of the body to street faire and carni- 
vals. A resolution (as reported im detail on 
another page of this issue) was presented fav- 
oring a modification of the clause in the dis- 
cipline which precludes the holding of such 
events under the auspices of any lodge of the 
RB. P. 0. Elks. The proposed action had many 
advocates but the vast amount of business be- 
fore the convention prevented the question 
from receiving the consideration which, 
safe to say, it would have been given under 
other conditions. It was therefore passed over 
and laid on the table to be later referred to a 
special committee whose report will be heard 
in the immediate future. 

The amendment as briefly and lucidly recom- 
mended in the resolution is not designed to 
reverse the present construction of the clause 
regarding the relative positions of the Benevo- 
lent Protective Order of Elks and carnivals, 
but merely to qualify it to a degree that could 
not but be approved by a large majority of 
members assembled to discuss the merite of 
the question and to vote upon it in convention. 

The resolution suggests that the constitution 
and by-laws of the order be so amended as to 
permit of the granting of special dispensation 
to those lodges that will guarantee to conduct 
their events with striet regard to decency and 
propriety and who will submit a prospectus 
setting forth the character of the attractions 
they propose to employ. 

The plan is perfectly feasible a d its instf- 
gators deserve the support of every member 
of every subordinate lodge. They are working 
for the good of the order. They realize that 
the locals must have a source of revente out- 
side of the dues of their membere and of the 
assessments levied. Street fairs have proven 
the most satisfactory means of raising these 
funds. Nor is it any less possible to have 
these events conducted with etrict regard to 
decency and morality than it is to produce a 
minstrel show or other forms of entertainment 
permissible under the present code, with all 
the requisites. It may also be said that 
in every instance where the bounds of proprie- 
ty were transgressed in the day when the 
street carnival was a legitimate institution fn 
the eyes of the supreme lodge of Elks, the 
fault was rather with the lodge under whose 
auspices the entertainment was given than 
with the organization that gave it. The local 
lodge had its choice; it got what it asked 
for, and could just as easily have had the 
“objectionable features eliminated.” 


The phrase which is placed within quotation 
marks above, seems to have been rather over- 
worked of late. Anyhow it conveys an infer- 
ence diametrically opposite to the truth. The 
“objectionable features’ are foreign qualities 
and the word ‘‘eliminate’’ does not apply to 
the situation. The ‘“‘objectional features’ 
were lugged into a business theretofore de- 
cent in every respect and without the stigma 
that the features, qualified by the above adjec- 
tive, have brought tpon it. 

Street fairs and carnivals came into disre- 
pute with the supreme lodge because of the 
machinations of the members of the subordinate 
bodies whose commercialism (it might in some 
cases even be designated as moral depravity) 
led them to demand a character of entertain- 
ment which some managers of midway com- 
panies, themselves unduly acquisitive, and re- 
gardless of the future of a form of entertain- 
ment, which, if carried on as a_ legiti- 
mate business will be as enduring as the 
circus itself were prone to supply. They fol- 
lowed the get-rich-quick principle and heedless 
ly militated against the best interests of the 
street fair and carnival business. The man- 
agers who rose to the top were those who <2 
tinned to put on clean shows, catering to the 
higher sentiments of the people. 

The immoral show given under the auspices 
of the Elks was the exception, not the rule 
and with the supervision which the resolution 
presented before the convention at Qincin- 
nati suggests, the indecent entertainment with 
its appeal to the sensuous will be impossible. 
And the clean show fs a bigger money getter 
than is the indecent as demonstrated in the 
superiority of the big ones of to-day, which 
are always clean, wholesome and respectable. 
It never pays to cater to the baser instincts 
in man. The show which allures only the 
riffraff gets only that class but the entertain- 
ment which is designed for the refined and the 
eultured gets both, though the riffraff is not 
conspicuous because it takes on (at least for 
the time being) the semblance of refinement, 
and he of higher ideals is not offended by the 
presence of his less fortunate or less ambitious 
brother of whose close propinguity he is not 
evep aware and hence not contaminated. 

e street fair or street carnival as put 
on by the better class of companies is an ed- 
ucational institution. It combines qualities of 
an entertainment and of an outing, as does 
the circus, and even in a greater degree. It is 
a form of amusement with possibilities for 
great profit to the managers and o the order 
under whose auspices it is fructuateé. It is 
believed that this is more generally recognize 
now among the Blks than ever yo 

Let us hope that the taboo will be removed. 


THE CIRCUS PROPOSITION. 


The question known as “‘th® circus preposi- 
tion’’ was made the subject of heated debate 
and thorough discussion at the recent conven- 
vention of the Associated Billposters and Dis- 
tributors of the United States and Canada at 
St. Louis. For the benefit of those who are 
not acquainted with the full text of the agree- 
ment made between the board of directors 
of the billposters’ association and the represen- 
tatives of several of the large shows, we re- 
produce it herewith as it was pblished in 
the issue of ‘‘The Billboard’”’ dated December 
12, 1903. 

President Barney Link and Board of Directors 
of the Associated Billposters of United States 
and Canada. 

The following is a report and scale of prices 
and tickets allowed as agreed upon by and be- 
tween the Special Committee of five directors, 
Samuel Pratt, George M. Leonard, E. C. Don- 
nelly, Charles F. Bryan and R. C. Campbell, on 
the part of the billposters, and John Ringling, 
of Ringling Brothers; 


prietor of Walter L. Main’s Shows; Lewis EF. 
Cooke, general agent of Barnum and Railey 
shows; W. EB. Franklin, general agent of the 


Wallace shows; W. B. Fuller. of the Barnum 
and Bailey shows, and the Buffalo Bil] Wild 
West and Forepaugh-Sellg shows. 

This joint committee met at 5 p. m. and 
were presented with a proposition by the show 
managers’ committee which ig made part of 
this record and known as Exhibit ‘“‘A.” After 
a general discussion of the subject of rates 
and tickets for all classes of towns, the follow- 
ing is submitted to you as our report: 

For Exhibition etands, that the Board of 
Directors shal] instruct all its members to 
hereafter deal with circuses at the regular com- 
mercial rates by the week or month, as pub- 
lished in ‘*The Billboard,”’ with an addition 
of tickets to each contract as follows. 

All towns and citfes, 5,000 and under, 15 
tickets; 5.000 to 10.000. 20 tickets; 10,000 to 
50,000, 30 tickets: 50.000 to 100,000, 50 tick- 
ets; 100,000 to 300,000, 135 tickets; 300,000 
to 500,000, 150 tickets; 600,000 and over, 
special arrangements to be made with refer- 
ence to tickets. 

Association members are to f..nish lists of 
locations as per contract made with contract- 
ing agents, and also are to furnish men to 
show locations on all contracts, the circus 
agreeing to post their own paper except in 
such cities where the local billposter does all 
the posting. 

The foregoing conditions being subscribed to 
by your directors and the committee of show 
proprietors and agents, hereby agree on the 
part of our resnective shows to patronize ex- 
clusively only Association members wherever 
found, provided they Ive up to the agreement 
of the Board of Directors made with us, 

Shonld a disagreement arise between the As- 
sociation members and the show’s representa- 
tive, same to be immediately communicated to 
the Association’s Secretary, Tribune Building, 
Chicago, and by him decided, and should the 


show proprietors deem the decision of the sec- 


retary an unjust one, same te be submitted to 
the Board of Dir s or the Association for 
final adjustment between the Bosrd of Direc- 
tors and the Show Managers.

The billposters of the small towns essayed 
to have the agreement modified or completely 
nullified as the sentiments of the members 
were more or less strongly fixed against it, 
maintaining that it wae derogatory to their 
interests. They complained that it is not fair 
to the commercial advertisers who uses their 
boards all the season through for them te post 
circus paper at the commercial rate thus giv- 
ing the circus the best locations at the very 
time when the commercial poster should have 
these locations because of the crowds attracted 
to town by the show. They further main- 
tained that while their supply of tickets fe 
limited by the ‘‘agreement’’ the circus agents 
scatter passes broadcast with a profligacy 
derogatory to the etanding of the proprietor 
of the Dillposting plant. 

On the other hand it was argued by those in 
favor of perpetuating the ‘‘agreement’’ that 
the commercial advertiser does not suffer from 
being discriminated against as his paper on 
the boards is not covered up and it ig not, 
moreover, fair nor justifiable to exact a high- 
er rate for the space covered by the circus 
paper because of the extra number of people 
in town attracted by the show ifteelf. In 
other words the circus ought not to have to 
pay for the extra circulation given the adver- 
tiser by virtue of the crowds attracted by the 
tented exhibition. 

It is a notable fact that the supporters of 
the proposition in its present form ere them 
selves individual proprietors of many plants 
in small towns, which would seem to establish 
an error in the small billposter’s argument. 

At any rate the agreement was sustained 
when put to vote, though weakly at first, 
with increasing majority. The fact that the 
circus season is now so nearly over is no doubt 
responsible, in a degree at least, for the ont- 
come, yet if the matter is taken up again 
there is slight room for doubt that the seup- 
porters of the ‘agreement’? in its present 


form will be in greater majority than they 
were in St. Louis. 


CHICAGO MANAGERS WIN. 


As predicted {nthe last issue of “The Bill- 
board.’’ the Chicago council has agreed to re- 
vise the theatre code. In response to thie ac- 
tion nearly all of Chicago’s playhouses will be 
open by September 1. The meeting of July 18 
was productive of good results for the theat- 
rical managers. The eubject of eprinklers 
caused a very heated debate. It ig under- 
stood that Mayor Harrison 
posed to the system. Many concessions were 
granted the theatrical managers, bot some ef 
the provisions of the ordinance passed just af- 
ter the Iroquols fire were incorporated in the 
aewer code, 

It was voted to change the number of seats 
in a row between aisles on the main floor, an- 
less only twenty feet from an erit, be 
changed from thirteen to ten seats, 

The changes more noticeable fn the new ordi 
nance embraces the following: 

No requirement for policemen to be employ- 
ed by every theatre. 

Gas or sperm ofl to be used for exit lights 
Instead of sperm oll exclusively. 

Permitting seven and three-eights inches rise 
fn steps instead of seven inches. 

No requirement for automatic sprinklers on 
stage, elevator shafts and passageways, but 
required in paint, storage, property, carpenter 
‘nd dressing roome, 

City electrician made responsible for electri. 
cal apparatus fm all theatres and fire marshall 
responsible for all fire apparatus. 

_ requirement for additional emergency 
exits. 

Sirengthening of the ordinance requiring fire- 
proofing of all scenery, making fire marshall 
responsible for enforcement of this section. 

Permitting balcony and gallery exit stetrs to 
fescend to anditoriam level not more than 
sixty-five feet from the building line fn en- 
trances or vestibules which at the building 
line are not more than fifteen inches above the 
sidewalk level. 

Rows of seats may be two feet eight inches 
from back to back, instead of two feet ten 
inches. 

Banks of seats may have a rise of twenty- 
two inches, instead of eighteen Inches. 

Antomatic devices for opening vents over 
stage prohibited. 

Require the signature of buliding commie- 
sioner, city electrician and fire marshal] to all 
theatre licenses. 

Tunnels provided for neutralizing the rise in 
alsies of galleries and balconies. 

Entrances, exits, stairs and aisles shall have 
their width determined upon a width propor- 
tional, instead of equivalent. to twenty Inches 
for every 100 seats or fractional part thereof. 

Partial elimination of crose-aisles eas dan- 
gerous to the public. 

Thirteen instead of ten seats between the 
aisles. 

{n regard to the building of new theatres, 
the ordinance is very etrict, much more 60 
than is that portion relative to non-existing 
houses. 

As a whole the new code is more favorable 
to theatrical managers than wae expected. 
It was victory for the managers, for while 
they did not gain all they asked, they got con- 
cesslons they did not ask for. Sentiment 
among them seems to be in favor of the latest 
action. ‘The concessions on the part of the 
council were no more than right. The ordi- 
mance was passed immediately after the Iro- 
quots disaster and was unjostly prejudiced 
against the playhouses. Its amentment gives 


evidence of the partial return of the mom- 
bers of the Chicago council to good judgment 
and to that rarest of all senses called com. 
mon sense. 


CROP REPORT, 


Preliminary returns to the chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Ag- 
riculture shows the increase of corn planted 
to be about 91,930,000 acres, an increase of 
about 2,130,000 acres, or 2.4 per cent. on the 
aera planted last year, as revised in December. 
The average condition of the growing crop 
on July 1 was 86.4 per cent., as compared 
with 79. 4 on July 1, 1903, 87.5 at the cor- 
responding date in 1902, and a 10-year average 
of 88.4. 

The average condition of winter wheat on 
July 1 was 78.7 per cent., as compared with 
7.7 last month, 78.8 on July 1, 1903, 77 at the 
corresponding date in 1902, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 78.3. 

It should be borne in mind that this report 
relates to conditions on July 1, and takes no 
effects of storms that bave occurred in certain 
States since that date. 

The condition of spring wheat on July 1 was 
93.7 per cent., as compared with 93.4 last 
month, 82.5 on July 1, 1908, 92.4 at the cor- 
cooueeaies date in 1902, and a 10-year average 


The average condition on July 1 of epring 
and winter wheat combined was %.5, as com- 
pared with 80 on July 1, 1903, and 82.9 at the 
corresponding date in 1902. The emount of 
wheat remaining In the hands of farmers on 
July 1 is estimated at about 36,630,000 bushels. 
equivalent to about 5.7 per cent. of the crop 
of last year. 

The average condition of the oat crop on July 
1 was 89.9 per cent, as compared with 89.2 per 
cent. as compared with 89.2 last month, &.3 
on July 1, 1903, 92.1 at the corresponding date 
in 1902, and a 10-year average of 87.3. 

The average condition of barley on July 1 
was 88.5, against 90.5 one month ago, 86.8 on 
July 1, 1903, 93.7 at the corresponding date in 
1902, and a 10-year average of 87.1. 

The average condition of winter rye on July 
1 was 88. as compared with 90.2 on July 1. 
1908, 91.2 at the corresponding date in 1902, 
and a 10-year average of 89.7. 

The average condition of spring rye on July 
1 was 90.8, as compared with 88.3 on July 1. 
1903, 91. 2 at the corresponding date in 1902 
and a 10-year average of 87.4. 

The acreage of flax is less than that of last 
year by about 826,000 acres, or 25.6 per cent.. 
and the condition on July 1 was 86.6. 

The average condition of rice on July 1 was 
82.2, against 04.9 last month and 93.5 one year 
ego. 

The acreage of potatoes, exctnding sweet po- 
tatoes, is greater than that of last year by 
about 99.000 acres. or 3.4 per cent. The aver- 
age condition on July 1 was 93.9. as compared 
with 88.1 on July 1, 1902, and a 10-year aver- 
age of 92. 

The acreage of tobacco is less than that 
of last year by about 231,000 acres, or 23.2 
per cent. The average condition on July 1 
was 85.3, against 85.1 one year ago. 


BONAVITA ATTACKED. 


Savage Beast Springs Upon Trainer and is 
Driven off Only After the Latter Has 
Been Severely Injured. 


A thrilling scene was enacted at Bostock's 
animal show, Coney Island, New York, during 
the evening performance, July 21. Sulton. one 
of the trained Mons, attacked Captain Ronavits. 
and Injured him so severely that he may not 
act again for several weeks. Sultan, who is 
one of the largest Hone in the collection, had 
shown an ugly disposition for several days 
previons. During the progress of the perform- 
ance, twenty-seven Iona are made to stand on 
varions platforms until they form a prrami!d, 
of which Sultan forms the apex. Twice In the 
course of the performance, he made vicious 
snaps at Ronavita, but was driven back br the 
blows of a heavy whip. He rebelled when the 
other lions were being arranged for the pyra- 
mid and sprang at Ronavita. He caught the 
trainer by the leg. borying his claws deeplr 
In the flesh, and again fastened his claws and 
teeth In the man’s shonlder. The anditorinm In 
which the exhibition fs held was fnstantly fn 
an uproar. Women and children fled ecreaming 
from the place, and there were men, for the 
matter, who stood not on the order of thetr 
going. There was abundant evidence that the 
attack was no rehearsed show. The roaring 
of Suitan. his frenzied leap on the trainer, the 
tearing of the garments of the man who was 
struggling with the enraged animal added to 
the terror of the spectators. Amid all the 
uproar, RBomavita, althongh severely wounded 
kept his head, and to this fact alone. his life 
is dune. He wielded a heavy whip with eanch 
good advantage in epite of his weakened con- 
dition thet the savage brute was forced to re- 
treat, He then backed to the door, and with 
the assistance of an attendant got thronch 
it. He fell to the floor exhansted, and was 
taken to a hospital.

These were need tn 
England for keeping the exchequer accounts 
even to the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. A cricket score was once spoken of aa so 
many notches, and the rind of pork f« scored, 
The word {« first used In a poem called The 
Restiary and tn Cursor Mundt,

GARDNER WILL RETIRE. 


The Able and Popular Circus Acent Will Seek 
the Quiet of Private Life After a Notable 
CAREER. 


Mr. W. H. Gardner, general agent of the 
Barnum and Bailey “Greatest Show on Earth,’’ 
will permanently retire from the circus busi- 
ness at the conclusion of the present season. 
This announcement of Mr. Gardner’s intentions 
will come as a great surprise to the circus 
world at large. 

Mr. Gardner is a native of the Empire State 

and first saw the light of day in the city of 
New York. He first entered the show business 
in 1861 at the age of 17 years as general agent 
of the Gardner and Hemming’s Circus, a small 
wagon show, in which Mr. James B, 
Was a partner. After serving as general agent 
until 1866, Mr. Gardner assumed a partnership 
interest in the Gardner and Hemming’s Show 
which continued until the spring of 1868, when 
he identified himself as general agent, with 
the Gardner and Kenyon Circus, another wagon 
show. in which capacity he acted with this 
show for two seasons. In 1870 and °71 Mr. 
Gardner was with the John O’Brien Circus ae 
seneral agent. 

It was during 1871 that James A. Bailey, 
the present millionaire showman, was agent 
for the Cooper and Hemming’s Show and in 
1872 Mr. Gardner joined this organization in 
that capacity. In the spring of 1873 Mr. Bail- 
ey became a partner in the show with Mr. 
Cooper and the aggregation was then known 
as the Cooper and Bailey Show. Mr. Gardner 
continued as general agent for Cooper and 
Bailey and was with them during 1873 and ’74. 
In 1875 Mr. Bailey became an agent, as well 
as one of the proprietors, of the show and 
Mr. Gardner and George Middleton had the 
privileges during this and the following year. 
In 1877 the Cooper and Bailey Show went to 
Australia and Mr. Gardner joined them there 
in the summer of '78 and as general agent was 
with them through Australia and the tour of 
South America which followed. 

The year 1879 found Mr. Gardner back in 
America as general agent of the Anderson 
Show, in which James Anderson and the Sells 
Brothers were jointly interested, Lewis Sells 
being the manager. This circus afterwards be- 
came known as the Barrett Show. Mr. Gard- 
ner joined the great Adam-Forepaugh Show, 
as genera] agent, im 1880 and in the following 
year allied himself with the Barnum 
Bailey Shows and serve continuously with the 
latter, as general agent, until the automn of 
1892. In 1893 and 18% he was interested in 
the Pawnee Bill Show, six months of which 
time was spent in Antwerp, Relgium.. He was 
general agent of the Buffalo Rill Show during 
the years of 1895, 96 and ’97 ead in 1898 Mr. 
Gardner went to Burope as genral agent of 
the Barnum and Bailey Show, where he re- 
mained until 1901 when he returmed to take 
up his duties as general agent of the Fore- 
paugh and Sells Bros.’ Shows. This relation- 
ship continued until 1903 when he again toined 
with the Barnum and Bailey Show. which had 
returned from a triumphant tour of five years 
in Europe. The capable manner in which Mr. 
Gardner directed the executive details in the 
advance of the Barnum and Bailey Show, on 
its return tour through the United States 
last year, is too well known to showmen to re 
quire favorable comment. The present writing 
finds Mr. Gardner at the Barnum and Bailey 
headquarters in Chicago and from now until 
the close of the season he will continue to 
hendle the affairs coincident with his posi- 
tion in his well known masterly manner. 

After a well rounded out career as general 
agent of nearly all of the big shows succes- 
sively, Mr. Gardner will seek the rest and re- 
tirement of private life and, away from the 
eares and worries which the commanding gen- 
eral of a great amusement organization ust 
necessarily shoulder; his army of friends will 
wish him many long years of happy and con- 
tented o 

Mr. Gardner will make his future home in 
New York Oity. 


HARRY W.SEMON DEAD. 
Death Follows ems. Sketch of His 


Harry W. Seamon, well known to all theatri- 
cal and cireus people died on Saturday, July 
16, 1904, in Oelwein, Ia. after ten day’s ill- 
ness. Death was caused by a carbuncle bring- 
ing on blood poisoning. Mr. Semon was gen- 
eral agent for Campbell Brother’s Circus and 
was not considered serious but he received the 
best medical attention possible. He eank rap- 
idly after an operation, his death being en- 
tirely unexpected. His wife, Julia Semon, 
reached the town a few hours after his death 
and at once arranged to have the body taken 
to Kalamazoo, Mich., where interment was 
made on July 19. Mr. Semon at the time of 
his death was 42 years, 9 months and 9 days 
old. 


Harry Semon entered the profession in 1876 
when a mere boy with the John Robinson 
Show. In 1%,1 he was with the Adam Fore- 
paugh Shows ae contracting agent assisting his 
father S. BA. Semon. Since that time he has 
been engaged with numerous enterprises, hav- 
ing for many years his own tueatrical enter- 
prises on the road during the winter and being 
connected with circuses in the summer. He 
was an affable hard-working 1 an who made 
many friends who will sadly miss him. He 
left a wife and three children. The latter 
are talented performers being known as The 
Three Semons. Mr. Semon’s father is~ well 
known as the contracting agent for the Fore- 
paugb-Sells Bros.’ Circus, having been engaged 
with that show for many years.

The minute the clown strated to get away 
with the coon, they jumped up and began to 
yell. They got up and some of the bucks tried 
to get In the ring.

A CRUISE WITH A CIRCUS. 

Back in the golden days of the circus bus!- 
ness, when the show caravans were the sole 
purveyors of amusement to rural America and 
the annual circus day was the county holiday, 
before Barnum had gathered together the great- 
est show on earth, and made the circus the com- 
plicated affair it now is, there was a marine cir- 
cus that sailed the great lakes. Cities have 
grown up where its tents were pitched, and 
the little harbors where it stopped have be- 
come the great ports, but the memory of the 
venture has not entirely died out. 

One of the few that survive of the company 
that sailed in the ‘‘Lake Breeze,’’ the circus 
boat, ig Captain Charles Boston, of Delray, 
Mich. The captain hag retired from sailing, 
except In his racing yacht, City of the Straits, 
= he likes to tell the story of his most ex- 


ting cruise. 

“It’s about thirty years ago,”’ says the cap- 
tain, ‘“‘that the Stowe Brothers,, who had a 
big circus for those days, came to me to see 

they could charter the Lake Breeze to take 
their show for a two months’ trip up the lakes. 
I had been around the theatres a good deul 
when I was a boy—played child parts when I 
was 4, and had a part with one line with Maggie 
Mitchell the first season she played Franchon. 
I even invented the wire device to make the 
chicken fly on the stage. 

“That was when I was 16, and I went sail- 
ing afterward, but the show fever was not all 
out of me, and so I took up the offer to carry 
the circus without hesitation. We left all the 
menagerie but one old trick lion, Major, at De- 
troit, and started out with 80 people and about 
40 horses. Everything was as nice as nggt mg 
in the wey of weather all the way up Huron, 
and the first place we had to mies a date on ac- 
count of bad weather, was Eagle Harbor. 

“After we had skirted all along the south 


shore of Cake Superior, we crossed over to 
Ft.

The dark- 
ies were scared to death and stayed at one end 
of the boat while the poor scorched old lion sat 
in the other end. When they got close to the 
shore the colored men scrambled out and Major 
followed and lay down on the levee. 

“All the people of the town gathered a safe 
distance from the wharf to look at the lion 
that had got ashore from the burned boat, but 
none of them dare go near him, until a show- 
man heard of it. He came along with a strap 
and - old Major away without any trouble 
at all. 

“Since the Lake Breeze took that circus 
around Huron and Superior I have never hear 
of any one else trying it. The railroads reach 
everywhere now, and there isn’t the Interest 
there was then in a circus. It would hardly 
pay to do that now.” 


OAKLEY DAMAGES MODIFIED. 


Judge Thompson of the United States Circuit 
Court at Cincinnati has reversed the verdict 
of the jury in the Annie Oakley libel suit 
against the Cincinnati Post in which the de- 
fendant was awarded $9,000 damages. The 
verdict was pronounced excessive by the court 
and reduced to $2,500 with the understanding 
that if Miss Oakley did not accept this amount 
a new trial would be granted to the defendants 
immediately. 

It is understood in Cincinnati! that the Post 
will take this case to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

The Supreme Court at New Orleans has also 
reduced the amount of damages which were 
awarded Miss Oakley in her sult against the 
Times-Democrat of that city on a similar 
charge. The verdict was for $7,000. The 
court has reduced this to $5,000. 


KANSAS CITY ORDINANCE REVISED. 

An amended ordinance has been reported to 
the Council of Kansas City, Mo., regulating 
| the license fee to be paid by circus compa- 
| nies exhibiting in Kasans City. The ordinance 
| now in force requires the payment of $500 for 
the first day. The new ordinance will pro- 
vide for a graduated fee; shows charging ten 
conts, or lene for admission’ will Day #26 "a 
day to the city; twenty-five cents, ; more 


than twenty-five cents, $300. Half of any of 
these fees will be charged for each day after 
the first.

The Galveston Flood.—E. J. Austin has con- 
ceived a magnificent portrayal of the catastro- 


phe, a harmonious blending of sea and sky 
that accentuates the beauty of the city and 
land effect. This is laid in the night of the 
destruction of Galveston; people are seen on 
the beach enjoying the surf, and the sun 
lights up a scene of utter peace. As the sun 
passes its zenith and sinks behind the city 
the beauty of the view is enhanced by the 
passing of ocean-going steamers, and the 
bustle among the smaller sailing crafts, then 
the sun sinks below the horizon, turning the 
waters of the gulf into molten gold and soften- 
ing shadows of the city with its Mngering 
afterglow. The lights of the city become dis- 
tinct and the moon rises, shedding the effal- 
gence of its silent splendor over the restful 
scene. Clouds scurry across the sky and thun- 
der and vivid flashes of lighting dart across 
the scene, the wind rises and heavy rains be- 
gin falling, increasing in force until it be- 
comes a tornadic blast. The noise of the waves 
on the beach grow louder, and soon the city 
is engulfed. As the clouds pass over, the moon 
again appears, showing the stricken city. The 
waters are to be seen receding and boats hold- 
ing rescuers pass over the water covered 
streets. Then is shown a picture of Galveston 
restored, and as it will be when the break- 
waters are finished. Real water is used on the 
stage, the machinery that engenders the power 
is complicated, raising- 10,000 gallons in a few 
minutes and covering the replica of the city, 
blotting out all the buildings and carrying on 
its surface the floating wreckage from the 
ships that were sunk. The Criterion Conces- 
sion Co., who control this exhibition, are de- 
serving of much praise for the artistic finish 
given to this production, and this is mainly 
why everyone who has seen it, holds it as one 
of the best of the Pike.

ef the keen and astute advertisers, who looks 
for profitable results. Not many years ago, 
a billposter did not command the respect from 
his fellow-men that he does to-day; his bucket 
and brush were all that consisted of what 
could be called a plant, but to-day, the busi- 
ness of billposting is one of great magnitude 
and dignity, and the men who are at the bead 
of your enterprises througtiout the United 
States, also stand prominent in commercial 
litical affairs. 

— y~ not mean to say, that profitable ad- 
vertising can only be gained through the me- 


dium of bills posted, or signs painted, or 
boards. The newspapere beyond any 
produce the highest and most excellent re- 


eults for advertisers, but them the newspapers 
recognize, like the large advertiser, the pro- 
ductiveness and the efficacy of billboards. If 
they did not recognize them as a factor in 
thelr business, they would not use them, and 
that they use them is evidenced by the fact, 
that the greatest newspapers in the United 
Sates, are the best patrons of billpoards. 

“More successes have been attained by ad- 
vertisers who have used billboards by than any 
other kind of advertising, and more failures 
have resulted when they did not use them; 
take for inatance the success of St. Jacobs 
Oll; everybody saw ft when it was on the Dill- 
boards, and the owners spend $400,000 a year 
and still made money: and then a new man- 
agement took hold of St. Jacobs Oil, and eaid 
that billboards were unnecessary. May be 
they were, but you never hear of St. 
ON now: It has gone out of existence. While 
it is true that the one circus uses newspaper 
space, and use it generously, it ts also true 
that, before they start ont on their tour, they 
have sent thelr special cars and billposters 
abead, and used miles and miles of paper and 
boa rds If a faree comedy show goes ont 
with only a $10,000 capital, «5.000 has been 
eppropriated for show paper and billboards. 
They conld no more get along without bill- 
hoards than they could without a house to 
show fn. This Exposition needs advertising on 
billboards and as an evidence that billboards 
are necessary to Expositions, we will take for 


instance, the Omaha Exposition. It was al- 
most on the verge of bankruptcy. It was 
saved by billposting and billboards, beyond 


any doubt, and that in face of the Spanish 
War. What billposting did for the St. Leuts 
World’s Fair on July 4, when ft rained tor- 
rents, it can do again. it reached the man 
that bad to par. for the paid gite receipts 
were larger by many thousands on the Fourth, 
which was an imperfect day, than tley were 
on opening day which was « perfect day. 
The Hon. Jas. A. Tawney. member of con- 
gress, sald tn a recent speech, delivered by 
him on the World's Fair grounds, these words: 
‘The Louisiana Purchase Exposition not only 
surpasses all others, bat the nation is yet 
mnbern that will ever attempt to excel It. 
If eighty-five per cent. of the people of 
the United States are not made acquainted 
with the fact that the World's Fair fe now be- 
ing held and what ft contains, then the object 
for which it was built, will be without ef- 


fect 

“Now, gentlemen, {ft is apparent to the 
most ordinary man that althoogh the news- 
papers have accomplished the hereulean task 
of publishing thousands of column. of matter 
in exploitation of this great Exposition, !t 1s 
evident that elther the people have not read 
it or the newspapers fall to reach the majority 
of the people at the right time. In my opin- 
fon, ff the Publicity Department of the 
World's Falr would realize that the Exposition 
is but a great big cirens, and that ft should 
be treated in its publicity cireus Ike, and 
then eall yon gentlemen or your representa- 
tives together and contract with you for bill- 
boards in every city im each estate in the 
Vnton. giving you show paper, telling what 
this World’s Fair f*, and what wonders It con- 
tains, {t would not only reach the man that 
has to pay. but {ft would Increase the attend. 
ance here fn St. Loule from seventy-five per 
cent, to one hundred per cent. .ver and sbeve 
what ft Is now. That ft fe an error in fndg- 
ment on thefr part must be admitted, and can 
not be contradicted. RBfilipostine {s an Instita- 
tion, ft Is frrevocably established beyond any 
contradiction, berond any speculation. beyond 
sny doubt and ft fs here to stay. The men 
who are at the head of great enterprises that 
are fixtures fn the commercial world can not 
steceed withont vour ald, without your energy. 
withont your fudgement: the people they want 
to reach conld never be reached nnlese it 
was for the billposter and the billboards,

However, about 
this ghost: The manufacturer wants to send 
out the poster wrapped very snugly in his 
crate of goeds that he has sold the merchant, 
with the uncerstanding that, as he has been 
so liberal in furnishing the poster, the :ner- 
chant should pay for the posting. That’s the 
ghost! And, by the way, how many of these 
packages do you think there are dewn deep in 
the cellars of the merchants, molding and 
crumbling away, to make nests for the rats? 
What do the billposters of this country think 
of a manufacturer who would use this sup- 
posedly obsolete practice today? And I per- 
sonally believe that there is not a city in the 
United States but what the billposters can 
find these packages in their moldy holes, lay- 
ing there ready for the merchant to spend 
his good money advertising Tommy Jones, 
and he to be identified on the poster with a 
little slip six by forty-two inches. I think 
the time is about due when the merchants 
should be enlightened on this question, and 
they should inform the manufacturer that if 
he will pay for the posti they will pay 
for the printing, and then the billposter may 
possibly get some business from this proposi- 
tion as it is worked by the narrow-minded 
aeeeeee, who are looking for the best 

Some years ago, when I was a stock poster 
salesman, a good many merchants would say 
to me, with pride: ‘“‘Why should I buy posters 
when I have got a celiar full of them, and 
they are all given to me for nothing?’ This 
wae especially so among the shoe dealers. 
And my argument was that they were right 
in not posting these, as they were advertising 
a@ shoe that possibly they would not handle a 
year later, and the cost for advertising this 
particular shoe would be money thrown away. 
Then tf he did not handle thie shoe the next 
year, the Tommy Brown who did would get 
the benefit of his present advertising. 

The cosi of an eight-sheet by the manufac- 
turer is about twenty cents apiece, and the 
cost for posting this will average today seven- 


ty-two cents apiece. A man may sell a thou- 
— dollars’ worth of goods, and, as an in- 
uc 


rent, offer the merchant ail the posters 
that he can use. Now, as a business man, and 
speaking to a business people, is there really 


any generosity in this proposition when he 
(the manufacturer) gets the full benefit of the 
advertisement, when he is getting also the 


moral support of the merchant in being iden- 
tifed with him in these small local towns’

‘There never was any real trouble in our or- 
gunization,”’ said Secretary Charles Conradis, of 
St. Louis, ‘“‘but we make it a point to receive 
and adjust any complaints the men may have 
to make at our annual meetings. We have 
had fewer this year than ever before. The 
labor conditions so far as the lithographers are 
concerned are very. good this year and I believe 
the best of feeling exists on both sides.
